Burial will take place in the 
Catholic cemetery . 
The sudden death of Mr. Fitz­ 
g erald came as a shook to his many 
friends. 
The remains were broug ht 
here last evening about six o’clock 
on a special car sent from the local 
barns to 
Gwy nneville. 
The 
ex act 
details of the fatal accident were 
not known until the cav arrived. Mr. 
Fitzg erald, tog ether with several men 
from the power house here, had g one 
to Gwy nneville to clean the trans­ 
former station and it was while he 
was eng ag ed in this work that he 
met his deafli. 
Mr. Fitzg erald was working in the 
second 
story of the 
building 
and 
only a moment before had warned 
his fellow workmen to he-careful and 
not come in contact w*ith the \vire<. 
Near the switches where the wires 
enter the building there is an iron 
rail to keep any one from coming too 
close to the w ires. According to the 
witnesses, Mr. Fitzg erald was wiping 
me dust a way from the switch. 
Ifis left hand g ripped the iron rail 
and in some manner his rig ht hand 
came in contact with a switch. 
lie received 33,000 volts and 
w a s 
knocked to the floor. 
A small g ash 
was found in the hack of his head 
and it is supposed that he sustained 
this in falling . 
For ten minutes he 
showed sig ns of life and the men 
worked very hard to survive him but 
it was in vain. 
The other men with Mr. Fitzg erald 
included Samuel 
Wag oner, 
chief 
ng ineer at the power house, his son. 
William and I). S. Pedro. 
The men 
lad been eng ag ed for some time in 
’leaning the different 
sub-stations 
ilong the line. 
The g reatest eare 
lad been ex ercised in the work and 
that Mr. Fitzg erald knew of the dan­ 
g er is shown by the fact that only a 
moment before he met his untimely 
end lie had warned the other men in 
the party .

Reports in Rush County Conflicting 


as to Whether Effect on Wheat 


has Been Noticed 


SOME F IE L D S FR E E FROM BUG 


Majority of Farmers do Not Believe 


That Grain Sown Late in Fall 


Will be Damaged 


That the Hessian fly has appear­ 
ed in the wheat fields of Rush county 
as well as other counties is admitt­ 
ed, but reports as the damag e that 
has been done are conflicting . 
It is 
stated, too, that some farmers have 
noit noted the presence of the para­ 
site, so that there is a chance that 
the fly is not very g enerally attack­ 
ing the y oung crop. 
The Chicag o g rain market showed 
the effects of the reports y esterday . 
Wheat had a g eneral hig her rang e 
because of the sthrv that the Hes­ 
sian fly damag e would soon be not- 
icable in most of the fields between 
Ohio and Oklahoma, 
According to the best information 
vvailahle it is found that the Hessian 
fly has appeared in fields which were 
sown early but as a rule little dam­ 
ag e has vet been done. 
The wheat 
that was sown late appears to be 
fairly free from the pest and it will 
not likely appear in such fields this 
y ear. 
As a rule this y ear the early 
sown fields are most susceptible to 
the fly . 
One farmer who has g iven special 
and careful attention to tlie g rowing 
wheat reports that he does not be­ 
lieve that the damag e from the fly in 
this county will he g reat, this y ear. 
He said that the cold, wet weather 
early in the spring was favorable to 
tlie fly as the eg g s were delay ed in 
hatching . 
Usually the fly is at 
work on the wheat by the middle of 
May but because of the weather this 
pring its appearance may he a lit­ 
tle later. 
He further stated that the 
fly would do little or no dama g r a f ­ 
ter the stalks had reached a certain 
point in maturity and he was of the 
opinion that the early wheat 
was 
>ast the dang er point. 
The majority of the 
farmers 
in 
lush county report that tlie wheat 
is in g ood condition thus far and 
unless the fly appears the prospects 
for a g ood crop are very encourag ing 
Some of ilie farmers state that the 
prospects are the best at this season 
or a number of y ears. 
The winter 
was favorable to the g rowing wheat 
ind it has made rapid prog ress since 
the opening of spring . It is probably 
that most of the early 
sown 
fields 
iave advanced far enoug h so 
that 
the fly cannot do a g reat amount of 
damag e. 


This is the first spring for several 
y ears that the fly has appeared in 
utficient number to cause alarm. A 
few* y ears ag o the pest did a vast 
! mount of damag e not only in Rush 
ountv but throug hout the state.
